Don’t forget that any pen- 
sion dollars your Confederate 
ancestor may have gotten did 
not necessarily come from the 
state from which he served dur- 
ing the War Between the 
States. The pension could 
come from the state in which 
the veteran or his surviving 
family lived at the time of the 
enactment of pension laws by 
individual states. 

For example, in 1889 Texas 
enacted a Confederate Pension 
Law that provided cash awards 
to disabled veterans or their wi- 
dows living in Texas prior to 
1880 who met certain require- 
ments.

According to Captain Stew- 
art, the construction drawings 
are completed. The ship mea- 
sures 60 feet long, with a beam 
of 15 feet and a depth of 6 feet.

The Inter-Library Loan 
(ILL) service offered by most 
public libraries is by far one of 
the *best services: stor 
genealogists. Using the ILL 
you can request books from 
distant libraries to be sent to 


your local library, where you | 


may either check it out, or (if it 
is a reference book) use the 
book within the library walls. 
Although not all books are 


available through ILL -- rare or 
valuable books are not sent out 
-- most of the books listed in 
library card catalogs can be 
requested. Microfilm and 
microfiche are also available 
through ILL. 

To use ILL, you must first 
know the name of the book you 
are requesting, and if possible, 
where it is located. If you do 
not know of a specific book, 


and are simply trying to find* 
out if there is a book on your 
surname/location/subject, you 
can use Internet to access 
online library catalogs.

years or so, but each form 
concerns the family unit - 
husband, wife and children. 

There are spaces for births, 
deaths, marriages and usually 
some room is provided for 
notes and sources. Most 
versions call for the name and 
address of the person filling in 
the form. 

While the pedigree chart 
maps out the skeleton of a 
genealogy, the family group 
sheet provides the details. The: 
first of three essential uses for 
this ubiquitous tool is as an 
intermediary between raw data 
and a finished manuscript. 
Many people have prepared 
very extensive family histories 
by simply filling in the blanks 
on family group sheets. 
Secondly, the family group 


_ sheet serves as a guide when 


gathering information. At a 
quick glance, it is easy to see 
what information is known and 
what is missing. As soon as the 
blanks are filled in for the 
parents and for each of the 
children, complete with some 
form of documentation, work 
can proceed to the next 
generation. Many people 


gather data from relatives by 
sending a blank form to each 
aunt, uncle and cousin - asking 
them to return the original or a 
copy when completed. 

A third and very important 
use for the family group sheet 
is as a means of exchanging 
information with other 
researchers. Itis a good idea to 
balance your efforts by 
spending 50% of your effort 
doing original research and 
50% trading with other family 
historians. A great way to 
accomplish the trades in an 
efficient manner is to swap 
photocopies of family group 
sheets. Realizing this, I started 
a clearinghouse for several of 
my ancestral surnames in 1974. 

I called it the Cooperative 
Research Exchange, or CORE. 
Then, in 1981, I expanded this 
concept to include all 
American (US) surnames and 
called it the Family Group 
Sheet Exchange. This was the 
beginning of a service which 
other individuals have 
attempted to mimic (without 
permission, I might add). We 
now have hundreds of 
thousands of family group 
records in our paper files, with 
more being added on a weekly 
basis. We have by far the 
largest collection of its kind 
anywhere. 

There has never been a 
charge to contribute sheets to 
the Exchange. It is supported 
solely by fees charged for 
photocopies of the batches of 
sheets. Contributors realize

The Highland Regiment (or, 
the 42nd of Foot, “the Black 
Watch”) served with distinc- 
tion as part of the largest expe- 


ditionary force ever launched 
in north America. That year 
Major General James Aber- 
cromby’s army of nearly 
16,000 men attempted to drive 
the French from Fort Carillon 
(Ticonderoga) and the Champ- 
lain Valley. Although outnum- 


bered five to one, the well en- 
trenched French troops deci- 
mated the Black Watch during 
six hours of repeated attacks. 

Two thirds of this regiment, 
some 600 men, became casual- 
ties that July afternoon, helping 
to make this bloodiest battle in 
American history until our Ci- 
vil War in the 1860s. Aber- 
cromby’s casualties nearly 
equalled the number of the total

Interesting things about William Wallace from Clan Pollock 


About William Wallace 

Wallace was a highly edu- 
cated man for his day, having 
studied at Dundee and in 
France. In addition to Gaelic 
and English, he knew Greek, 
French and Latin. According 
to Scottish poet, Henry the 
Minstrel (Blind Harry), Wal- 
lace stood six feet seven inches 
tall, significantly larger than 
the average man of his day who 
stood a little over five feet. He 
had piercing eyes, auburn hair 
and a beard. A scar was visible 
under the left side of his chin. 
Possessed with great- strength 
and agility, he was a powerful 
swordsman and unrivaled as an 
archer. In battle, Wallace did 
not wear blue paint nor did he 
wear a kilt as depicted in 
Braveheart. Instead, he wore a 
habergione or armor of chain 
mail. Over it he worea “gown” 


or surcoat to prevent the sun - 


from heating the armor. The 
surcoat was a long, loose tunic 
that reached to mid-leg. It was 
belted and hooded and open at 
the front and back for riding. 
For identification, the arms of 
each knight was emblazoned 
on both the front and back, 
hence the name Coat of Arms. 
The steylle capleyne or iron 
~ helmet was rimmed and had a 
convex crown. It was kept 
from turning by cords or chains 
fastened to the shoulders. Legs 
were encased in boiled leather 
fixed with shin guards and knee 
plates of iron. 

Wallace favored a huge two- 
‘handed sword that today can be 


seen at the National Wallace 


Monument in Abbey Craig, 
Stirling. Weighing six pounds, 
it is five feet 4 inches long, 2 
1/4 inches wide at the guard

Somewhere in the United 
States is a 17th century Cornish 
language document of great 
value for the study of the an- 
cient tongue of Welsh.

by John Rowe Needham’s 
grandfather, William Rowe of 
Sithney, Cornwall in 1830. 
that manuscript incorporated a 
much earlier manuscript writ- 
ten by his great grandfather, 
William Rowe of Bojewyan at 
the end of the 17th century in 
order to preserve the Cornish 
language which was then in 
decline.

In the British Museum is a 
document which contains the 
religious sections of ,William 
Rowe’s manuscript, copied 
from the original in the early 
18th century by the Reverend 
Henry Ustick, the Vicar of 
Breage. It has been reprinted 
several times in Celtic Studies 
journals and is an invaluable 
source of information on the 
grammar and vocabulary be- 
fore its demise as a living 
tongue at the end of the 18th 
century.

Mr. Needham 
apparently died in 1910. Since 
then the manuscript has com- 
pletely disappeared and no one 
has been able to trace descen- 
dants of Mr. John Rowe Need- 
ham who may be in possession 


: of it. In the late 1960s Mr. Eric 


Shelton, a great-nephew of Mr. 
Needham living in England, 
made an attempt to trace the 
manuscript but was not able to 
make any contact with the im- 
mediate family. 

I placed an inquiry concem- 
ing the original manuscript in 
the Cornwall Family History 
Society Journal a few years ago 
and was contacted by another 
relative, Mrs. Heather Becker- 
leg-of Paignton in Devon. She 
graciously supplied me with a 
photocopy of Needham’s pam- 
phlet which had been passed 
down to her and the informa- 
tion about Mr. Shelton’s at- 
tempts to contact the Needham 
family. 

And there, the trail grows 
cold. It is unthinkable that 
such a manuscript could have 
been careless destroyed upon 


_ the death of John Rowe Need- 


ham. The combined 1830 and 
17th century manuscript ran to 
some 354 pages and could not 
have been easily overlooked at 
the time. I am convinced that 
somewhere in the United 
States, descendants of a line of 
distinguished Cornish stock 
have a curious manuscript 
passed down to them from the 
Estate of John Rowe Needham. 

They have probably been 
proud to own it while being 
only dimly aware of the import 
of its contents. They may pre- 
sume that it would be of inter- 
est to no one outside the imme- 
diate family. 

But, it is the only copy in ex- 
istence of the Comish vocabul- 
ary of William Rowe and is the 
only copy of what he actually 
wrote as part of his Scripture 
translations.

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In the United States the sur- 
name Flores (flowers) is the 
16th most popular surname 
among modern Hispanic fami- 
lies. Known since the 1100s 
and extended throughout Spain 
during the reconquest. There is 
no common ancestor of origin. 
The given names Froyla or 
Fruela, were patronymic for 
Froylez or Frolaz from which 
Florez came. 

The earliest Flores in Nueva 
Espana is Francisco Flores in 
Santo Domingo in 1510 who 
joined the 1520 Narvaez en- 
trada into Mexico. Francisco 
Flores was joined by another 
Flores, Cristoval, on the Cortex 
entrada into Mexico City in 
1521. Both received land 
grants in and around Mexico 
City. 

Expansion north brought a 
Pedro Flores into Saltillo in 
1605. He became a prominent 
office-holder in the city of Sal- 


tillo. He had five sons and one 
daughter: Pedro, Nicolas, To- 
mas, Diego, Juan and Clara. A 
Pedro Flores (possibly the son), 
served as the city attorney in 
Monterrey in 1642, 1654, 
1658, 1661 and 1663 and was 
appointed acting mayor by the 
city council in 1670. 

There were many Flores in 
northwest Mexico and Texas in 
the colonial period, particularly 
in San Antonio and it is very 
popular in Texas today. The 
largest concentration of the 
surname is in Los Angeles and 
Houston. Most carrying this 


surname are of Mexican - 


ancestry. 

Vivica Scott of San Fran- 
cisco traces a direct maternal 
line back to early grandparents 
from Nuevo Leon, Mexico, 
Jose Nicolas Flores and Maria 
Isabel Saenz (married ca 1755) 
through their son, Jose Vicente 
Flores (married ca 1780) to

Maria Gertrudis Salinas. Son, 
Leonardo Flores, married 
Maria Teodora de la Pena, June 
15, 1807 in Sabinas Hidalgo, 
Nuevo Leon. Two of their 
children were daughters, Prima 
Feliciana Flores and Maria de 
Las Nieves Flores, whose 
children, first cousins, married 
one another. 

Marriages between cousins 
was not encouraged, but not 
uncommon, Isolation of com- 
munities and tight family clans 
in friendship over the genera- 
tions with other families fre- 
quently brought young people 
together in marriages requiring 
church investigation of san- 
guinity through blood or mar- 
riage. Dispensations from the 
Catholic Church were required 
for the marriage to be allowed. 
Why this couple was allowed 
to marry is unknown. A case 
on file showed a young man’s 
petition for marriage, listing 17 











young ladies ineligible because 
of familial closeness. 

‘Thus on Miss Scott’s pedi- 
gree are two Flores grand- 
mothers, sisters, Prima Feli- 
ciana Flores (married June 6, 
1827) and Jose Dionicio 
Chapa. Their son, Anestracio, 
married his first cousin, Maria 
Teodora Sanchez, daughter of 
his Aunt Maria de las Nieves 
Flores and Juan Jose Sanchez. 

The son of the marriage of 
Anestacio Flores and Maria 
Teodora Sanchez was Alberto 
Chapa, born in Sabinas Hi- 
dalgo, April 7, 1879. Alberto 
is Mr. Holtzman’s great, great, 
great grandfather. “I wish I 
knew more. Maybe someday 
the connection with the origi- 
nal Pedro Flores will be made,” 
says Mr. Holtzman. 

Other surnames on this line 
include Sanchez, Pena, Salinas, 
Saenz.

Con't from page 27A 
tick performed a valuable ser- 
vice in copying parts of Wil- 
liam Rowe’s manuscript, but 
he was a poor copyist and prob- 
ably knew no Cornish himself. 
Obvious spelling mistakes 
abound in his copy and it desp- 
erately needs to be compared 
with the original. It is just less 
than 90 years since the last re- 

‘ported sighting of the manu- 
script. Surely someone’s old 
aunt and uncle, grandmother or 
grandfather could provide the 
vital lead that will enable the 
manuscript to be tracked down 
and made available for scho- 
larly study? Whoever finds the 
Rowe manuscript will have 

- done the Cornish people and 
their descendants a great 
service.

The Chief of Clan Shaw - 
John Shaw of Tordarroch - was 
in Atlanta during the Christmas 
and New Year’s holiday this 
December and January and 
graciously gave us a few mi- 
nutes to discuss his Chiefship, 
his Clan and to just visit. 

The Shaw Chiefship was 
vacant for almost 400 years, 
but was regained by Tordar- 


Chiefship of Clan Ay, but was 
officially reinstated as the 
Chiefs of Clan Shaw by the 
Lord Lyon about twenty-six 
years ago. Tordarroch is the 
22nd Hereditary Chief of this 
great Clan - assuming the 
Chiefship upon the death of his 
father in 1978. 

Major Charles John Shaw of 


Tordarroch, the current Tordar- | 





roch’s family in 1970. The 
family had previously been 
recognized as 


roch’s father, worked on a ma- 
jor book, A History of Clan 
Shaw for many years which 
was edited and published by 
the present chief in 1983. Tor- 
darroch, says that this book, as 
well as containing copious and 
detailed genealogical informa- 
tion and charts, gives a com- 
prehensive -and well- - 
researched background to the 
Clans’ early origins from the 
ancient Earls of Fife and Scot- 
land’s royal line, taking into 
account the views of different 
chroniclers and historians and 
allowing the reader to form his 
own views concerning such 
matters as the Battle of the 
North Inch of Perth in 1396 and 
other Clan Chattan issues. 
There are now only about 300 
copies which remain for sale at 
$71.40 (including s/h). The re- 
maining books will be signed 
by Tordarroch. (If you are in- 
terested in one of these rare 


holding the 








volumes, contact Ard Toshach 
Deor Frank Shaw, 1320 
Twelve Oaks Circle, NW, At- 
lanta, GA 30327.) 
Tordarroch says the assump- 
tion of the Chiefship made little 
difference to his own personal 
life, allhough there are many 
demands on his personal time, 
and visitors from all over the 
world call at Newhall. He says 
the Chiefship of a Scottish Clan 
is an anachronism in the 20th 


century in many ways. He 
said, “I don’t see any conflict 
in the Chiefship of a Clan and 
the Democratic premise.” 
“The Scots Clan ethos was 
inclusive, and not exclusive in 
the snobbish English manner. 


People (in a Scots Clan) are 


proud to be related to each 
other. It is a very Celtic aspect 
that people are so conscious of 
- and has been preserved by our 
Sennachaidhs. In a very di- 
vided world, the spirit of Clan- 
ship is a positive force in to- 
day’s world and brings people 
together. In a way, modern 
technology enables people to 


' be in communication, but the 


Clanship brings 
together.” 

Tordarroch is concerned ab- 
out The Clan Shaw Society. in 
the United States. He says, a! 
was contacted many years ago 
about starting a Clan. Shaw 
Society and my first reactions 
were cautious and then enthu- 
siastic in the belief that it was a 
society. The group has done 
absolutely magnificent work 
with devotion. They have pub- 
lished an excellent journal over 
the years and have a growing 
membership. How can I have a 
problem with this?” 

“The problem is, the group 
has no Constitution. I became 
increasingly impatient over the 
years...and felt I was being 
made use of as my personal 
crest is used in their group. I 
began to feel I was being com- 
promised. There is an accepted 
form of words which allows all

He 
joined the Cameron Highlan- 
ders Regiment as a private in 
1941. Two years later, he at- 
tended a three-month bagpip- 
ing course at Edinburgh Castle, 
after which he volunteered for 
commando training at the Ach- 
nacarry Infantry Training 
School. In the spring of 1944 
Brigadier Lord Lovat chose 
him as his 1st Commando Bri- 
gade Piper. One D-Day, Millin 
piped the Brigade ashore at 
Sword Beach and continued to 
play, walking up and down the 
beach. Lord Lovat’s primary 
mission was to relieve the for- 
ces under Major John Howard 
at the Ome River bridges. Mr. 
Millin led the column, playing 
the pipes as loudly as possible 
so the troops at the bridges 
would know that relief was on 
the way. 

Mr. Millin served in the 
Caen area until September 
1944, and then returned to 
Scotland to join the troops be- 
ing trained to enter the war 
against Japan. He is often rec- 
ognized because of the movie 
The Longest Day. 

The day’s activities will start 
with a tour of the Eisenhower 
Center, followed by a reception 
and Mr. Millin’s presentation. 
Lunch will follow and the day 
will be rounded out with some 
rousing Scottish entertainment. 

For those who will be flying, 
Kansas City is the largest area 
airport, then head due west of 
Interstate 70 to Abilene.

show your valid pass to the staff at 
the reception desk. If you are 
without a pass or your pass is out- 
of-date, you will be asked to take a 
numbered ticket there and wait 
your tum to buy a valid pass at 
their public counter. In the morn- 
ing, when the building opens, the 
public counter is a hectic location. 
To avoid queuing, you may, at any 
other time when the public counter 
is staffed, pay in advance for one 
of their limited number of book- 
able spaces. Alternately, you may 
queue and take a chance that a 
place might be available that day. 

Don’t arrive at the Register 
House with large items such as a 
suitcase or backpack. They don’t 
have room for them. For security 
purposes and valuable records pro- 
tection from fire or theft, visitors 
are occasionally asked to submit to 
a search to include any handbag, 
briefcase or similar items which 
have been brought into the 
building. 

You may pay for your pass and 
for any certificate you buy in cash, 
Visa or MasterCard, by sterling 
check supported by a British check 
card or by a sterling Traveler’s 
Checque.

Ed. note: The Standing Coun- 
cil of Scottish Chiefs has re- 
quested that these words be 
added whenever Clan Societies 
use the crest of their Chief as 
an identity to their 
organization. 

“T have met so many delight- 
ful people through the. group 
and on an individual basis it 
has been wonderful. However, 
the leadership has been given 
many years to get a Constitu- 
tion together. The group has 
no accountability or structure.” 

“You know,” he continued, 
“the Clan Shaw is official and 
no Constitution is needed. Our 
Clan goes back’ a thousand 
years, but a Society needs a 
Constitution. Sadly, over a 
year ago, I wrote a letter to the 
group withdrawing my patron- 
age for the reason that the 
group had no Constitution and 
seemed to make up the rules as 
they went along. The group 
still uses my crest and name in 
literature to their new members 


and on the groups’ stationery. 
This is unacceptable.” 
Tordarroch continued, “How 
do other Clans do it? There 
has to be a way of bringing 
together all groups all over the 
world. But, it seems, we have 
reached an impasse with the 
Clan Shaw Society. It’s not ab- 
out egos, I have no time, no de- 
sire to run, operate or control 
the group. In fact, I don’t think 
a Clan Chief should, in any 
way, seck to direct the way 


things are done - except I be-. 


lieve the group simply needs a 
Constitution for proper accep- 
tance by the Chief.” 

John Shaw of Tordarroch 
said, “I don’t wish to offend 
anyone, but I have withdrawn 
my support from the group un- 
til there is a Constitution.” 

“If there were a Constitution 
- and a petition for my rein- 
statement as patron.,...Perhaps 
it could be set right. The role 
of a Chief, rather than to be 
pro-active is to listen, to advise

built in 1807 and has been re- 
cently restored. Tordarroch 
and his wife, Lady Silvia (Sil- 
via Margaret Silian Jones 
Shaw), have four children: Re- 


becca (who marricd William 
Ramsay and lives in Hong 
Kong with their 5 children); 
Iain (who lives in Norway with 
his wife and 3 children); Julia, 
who is currently doing her post 
graduate degree at Cambridge 
and Fiona, an expert horsewo- 
man. Both are artists in their 
own right. 

Tordarroch. was fascinated 
by Stone Mountain and saw a 
striking resemblance to the 

-“cup markings” found in Scot- 
land and the small depressions 
on the top of the Georgia gra- 
nite. “It must, at one time, have 

_ been a very sacred place,” he 
said of the Georgia mountain. 
(It was a very holy place to the 
Cherokee.) 

“One still feels the most tre- 
mendous energy at Stone 

‘Mountain,” Tordarroch said. 

A former piper and Con- 


vener of the Northern Meeting 
in Scotland, Tordarroch said, 
“Americans are some of the 
best pipers in the world. Thcy 
compete at Inverness (in Scot- 
land) and bring home prizes.” 

“Think of those Scottish 
pioneers who came to North 
Carolina and Georgia...who re- 
membered their traditions in 
some instances - more intact to- 
day than in Scotland.” He con- 
tinued, “The traditions have 
changed in America since the 
beginning - and they have 
changed over the years in Scot- 
land too. Here in Amcrica, one 
is overwhelmed at the fecling 
of being Scottish - and it is 
more Scottish here than in 
Scotland. Distance makes the 
heart grow fonder.” 

When asked about the future 
of Clan Shaw, Tordarroch said, 
“Some of the Clans have dwelt 
very much in the past. I don’t 
want to forget the past. I want 
us to treasure our traditions. 
But, I want us to do new things. 

I am fundamentally interested 
in education and scholarship. 
It is encouraging that there is 
such a large number of young 
people who fcel a part of their 
Scottish heritage. There is a lot 
of vitality here.” 

Tordarroch said that the 
Clan Shaw welcomes all sup- 
porters. This is how it always 
was in the days of old for all 
Clans. 

“In today’s world, the Clan 
Chicf - aided by his officers 
and advisers is responsible for 
being the custodian of the Clan 
tradition and to do his best to 
keep those traditions alive.” 

Over a year ago, Tordarroch 

made sure he had personal rep- 


resentatives in the United 
States by forming his Associa- 
tion of Lieutenants who serve 
at his command and his plea- 
sure. All of the Licutenants 
have been appointed until De- 
cember 31, 2000. 


Atlantan, Frank Shaw, was 
appointed High Commissioner 
in the United States in the style 
of Ard Toshach Deor to repre- 
sent the Chicf and his Clan. 
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“Frank has been my cyes and 
ears in the States and has been 
a tower of strength for me,” 
said John Shaw of Tordarroch. 

Tordarroch closed the inter- 
view with the old time-honored 
toast, ““Wha’s like us? Damn 
few, and they’re all deid.”...and 
with Happy New Year in 
Gaelic which he asked to be ex- 
tended to cach and every one of 
Our Family Tree readers. 
“Bliathna Mhath Ur!”

Family Tree Topper: Beauty and grace command the world. 
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Over the years, [have amassed a 
fairly extensive home genealogical 
library which enables me to an- 
swer frequent questions posed to 
me by prospective members and 
members of my Jewish genealogi- 
cal society. Most often, the quer- 
ies are about how to start a genea- 
logical research project. The an- 
swers I give are the same general 
ones used by any genealogy 
teacher, but they very quickly be- 
come Judaically focused. 

For research on ancestors in the 
United States, I recommend using 
over 50 worldwide Jewish geneal- 
ogy society newsletters to find re- 
sources for a state or city in ques- 
tion. These newsletters are avail- 
able at your local JGS (Jewish 
Genealogical Society) - which can 
be found by accessing the Jewish- 
Gen homepage alt 
http://www.jewishgen.org and go- 
ing to the Association of Jewish 
Genealogical Societies listing. 

Once we determine their fam- 
ily’s immigrant to the USA, I try to 
find the town or “shtetl” of origin 
in the “old country.” The most 
utilized book in my library is 
Where Once We Walked A Guide 
to the Jewish Communities De- 
stroyed in the Holocaust, by Gary 
Mokotoff and Sallyann Amdur 
Sack, Avotaynu, Inc., 1991. This 
book documents over 21,000 
towns in Central and Easter Eur- 
ope where Jews lived before the 
Holocaust. To find a town, one 
must overcome the variations in 
spellings and pronunciations from 
oral tradition, inadequate translit- 
erations of other alphabets. The 
“Daitsch-Mokotoff Soundex” is a

Lillian O. Forster of Spo- 
kane, Washington wrote to the 
Eastman Kodak Company in 
regard to the article we pub- 
lished in an earlier issue.

phonic index to accomplish this 
task. Once the town is determined, 
the entry includes the name of the 
town as it is now (alternate names 
are referred to the new name), the 
present country, distance to other 
major towns within the country, la- 
titude and longitude, Jewish pre- 
WWII population and source 
codes for resources that provide in- 
formation about the community. 
Once of the references is to 
Chester Cohen’s Shtetl Finder 
Gazetteer, Periday Co., 1980 
which was the first gazetteer Jew- 
ish genealogists had until WOWW. 
The areas included in this source 
are 1) the Russian Pale of Settle- 
ment as it existed in 1900, 2) Rus- 
sian provinces which later formed 
Lithuania and Latvia, and 3) territ- 
ory in the 19th century empire of 
Austria-Hungary, including Kra- 
kow and provinces of Galicia and 
Bukovina. The entries are ar- 
ranged alphabetically according to 
their Jewish pronunciation with 
map names underneath. There are 
references to towns within a 25 
mile radius of the objective town. 
Each entry includes some informa- 
tion about the town i.e. religious 
leaders, community members, re- 
ferences to other resources and 
“kagan numbers” referring to Berl 
Kagan’s 1975 book Sefer hapre- 
numerantn (Hebrew Subscription 
Lists) which indexes published 
lists of advance subscribers to Ju- 
daic manuscripts to help the author 
pay the printer (a useful tool to 
find your relative in a given area, 
but should be used when all other 
resources have been exhausted be- 
cause of its difficulty in usage).

The Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany provided a brochure on 
the “Safe Handling, Storage, 
and Destruction of Nitrate- 


Based Motion Picture Films” 
This brochure states: “Photo- 
graphic films on cellulose ni- 
trate base (nitrocellulose) were 
first introduced by Eastman 


Kodak Company in 1889. This 
film base had excellent physi- 
cal properties, but suffered 
from poor chemical stability 
and high flammability. In 


1948, cellulose triacetate sup- 
port was introduced; it met the 
performance requirements of 
motion picture films and pro- 


vided added safety. After 
1951, no cellulose nitrate mo- 
tion picture film was manufac- 
tured by Kodak. 














After finding the town in 
WOWW, I refer to the many old 
and new maps in my collection‘to 
locate it in order to find larger 
towns which have the repositories 
necessary to contact for vital statis- 
tic records. [ tell the inquirer to 
learn all about the geographic and 
historic material about the area in 
question to understand more about 
the environment in which their 
ancestors lived. It is important to 
understand the political atmo- 
sphere of Europe, Eastern Europe 
and the Soviet Union to determine 
what country a town in question 
belonged to at any given time in 
history. 

Sourcebook for Jewish Ge- 
nealogies and Family Histories by 
David Zubatsky and Irwin Berent, 
Avotaynu, Inc., revised edition 
1996, is then consulted to see if 
there are already genealogies writ- 
ten about the sumame my inquirer 
is researching. This bibliography 
uses more than 22,000 sources of 
some 12,000 family names which 
are indexed according to the 
“Daitsch-Mokotoff” index to ac- 
count for variations in spellings. 

The Source - A Guidebook of 
American Genealogy, edited by 
Arlene Eakle and Johni Cerny, 
Ancestry Publishing Company, 
1984, is a useful tool for beginning 
Jewish genealogists because it out- 
lines resources. in the USA with 
sample documents available and 
the chapter includes microfilm 
numbers of Jewish holdings at the 
Family History Library. The 
newly revised edition of the same 
book, now edited by Loretto Szucs 
and Sandra Luebking, Ancestry, 
Inc., 1997, contains a chapter writ- 
ten by Gary Mokotoff, a leader in 
the field of Jewish genealogy who 
is the publisher of Avotaynu- The 
International Review of Jewish 
Genealogy, an authoritative 
speaker and author of Jewish ge- 
nealogy, especially on the subject 
of the Holocaust. His chapter 
leaves out the microfilms available 
at the FHL, but includes the most 
up-to-date information on getting 
records from the country of ance- 
stry, including Belarus, Czech Re- 
public, Estonia, Hungary, Latvia,
